1. TROTACRE ENHANCER LEWIS-ET continued his extended 
stay at the top of the PTI list in August. He hails from the Loretta 
family at Trotacre Farm in Enon Valley, Pa. Lewis was syndicated at 
the World Guernsey Conference in Louisville in 1998. An impressive 
thirty-two of the fifty-two appraised daughters are Very Good or bet- 
ter, with six of those scoring Excellent! Lewis-ET provides a unique 
opportunity to improve udder attachments, at +1.3 Fore Udder and 
Shallow 0.8 for Udder Depth, while using one of the top five sires for 
milk and protein pounds. Lewis is sired by Sherma Victory Ellas En- 
hancer and is out of Trotacre Mercury Magic Lou-ET, a VG-84 Nells 
Glow Admiral Magic daughter that made over 30,000M as a two- 
year-old. She was a tall, open ribbed cow with an exceptionally high, 
wide rear udder. The next dam is Trotacre Mercury Loretta-ET, EX-91, 
the dam of Luxury-ET.

Snow 
was nominated All-American as a Jr. Two-Year-old and made over 
1,300F and 780P as a Sr. Yearling.

The next dam 
was a VG-88 daughter of a Pender son with over 17,000M. Twelve 
of his twenty scored daughters are Very Good with one scored VG- 
89. He ranks among the breed leaders for strength and body depth, 
adding frame with high production. At +.05% fat, he also provides 
another source for improved components. Decision was bred by Don

5. MY DAY BLISS BANGER-ET is the second son of Trotacre Mer- 
cury Lorry-ET on the Active Al list.

8. RIPLEY FARMS ENHANCER REWARD-ET continues 
the trend of high production, high type, Enhancer sons as he is the 
top active sire in the breed for milk pounds and second for PTAT. 
Twenty-Six of his thirty-eight classified daughters are Very Good 
with one Excellent. Reward-ET is out of a VG-87 Lily Lane Penny 
Perfecto-ET daughter with a top record of 2-01 365D 3X 24,670M 
4.2% 1,024F 3.3% 823P. He has two full sisters in the Ripley Farms 
herd. One scored VG-85 and made over 19,000M at 1-10, the sec- 
ond is EX-90 with nearly 30,000M and is the dam of Royalty-ET. 
Reward-ET also had a Willows Admiral Jasper sister that was VG-87 
with 28,000M.

831P.The next two dams were both VG-87 with over 20,000M. JB’s is 
an exceptionally deep cow family that has produced many Very Good 
and Excellent animals that have excelled for type, longevity and produc- 
tion. The dam’s siblings include an EX-92 Perfecto daughter and Royal 
Acres Smokin Justin, still one of the breed’s leaders for PTAT and Stat- 
ure.

or all of you that have worked with 

the Guernsey cow for your entire life, 

you probably know how | felt for the 
past year and a half that | was away from 
the Guernsey Association. Even though | 
was fulfilling a dream and milking cows on 
a daily basis and even though I was living 
close to home and was able to see my entire 
family at least once a week, there was still 
one thing missing... I was not working with 
Guernseys! It is true that absence makes the 


heart grow fonder and it is great to be back 
working for the AGA. 

My first month back at the AGA, I trav- 
eled to Pennsylvania and classified for a 
couple weeks. In talking with breeders about 
their cows, it was interesting what the breed- 
ers had to say about the Goliath daughters. 
Most of the Goliath daughters are now in 
their fourth, fifth, sixth, or more lactation and 
everyone had similar things to say. To para- 
phrase, they are trouble-free cows that breed 
right back and get better with age. They are 
cows with good feet and legs, low somatic 
cell count, and youthful mammary systems 
even now as aged cows. It would appear that 
the Goliath sons are following this pattern 
because I hear many of the same comments 
about the Ronald and Legacy daughters. 

Another bull that follows this pattern is 
Glacier. | must admit when Glacier first re- 
ceived a proof, I was not overly impressed 
with his first crop daughters. Since then I 
have changed my opinion. They are cows 
that get better with age, growing stronger, 
and their udders hold up through several lac- 
tations. I am told that the general opinion of 


Glacier now is very high and that more sons 
should be sampled out of him. I would tend 
to agree. Glacier is a bull that is strong for 
components and productive life traits and 
strength in those two areas can be a big asset 
for the breed. 

I also saw several older Royal Oak 
daughters that were really impressive. These 
cows are big and strong with well-attached 
udders and good feet and legs. He is also a 
bull that is strong for butterfat and protein 
percent. Even though his semen has been 
gone for some time now, Royal Oak remains 
in the top five of the overall bull list. There 
were many Royal Oak sons sampled and 
the earliest ones are starting to freshen now 
and will probably get proofs as early as No- 
vember. The first daughter that I saw out of 
a Royal Oak son was a Ripley Farms R Oak 
Royalty-ET daughter. She is a well-balanced 
young cow that calved at 1-10 and has a very 
well attached udder. | made her VG-82 and 
she is a cow that I think will get better with 
age. Hopefully, the Royal Oak sons will fol- 
low this pattern and maintain the high com- 
ponents as well.

hould every Guernsey breeder use Al 

young sires? There are many positive 

aspects to including AI young sires in 
each of our breeding programs. 

If you currently feel that using young 
sires is too risky, or too difficult to make 
that correct mating or just doesn’t fit your 
herd sire or breeding criteria; | would like 
to share why we use several young sires ev- 
ery year in our breeding program. 

The most logical reason is we all like 
using proven sires that excel in the areas 
we want to emphasize in our breeding 
program. A proven sire doesn’t get a reli- 
able useful proof unless several breeders 
have used him randomly as a young sire. 
Some of us want to use bulls that have CPI 
indexes, high fat and protein percentages 


high pounds of milk, high udder scores, 
strength, style or a combination of the 
above. It’s easier to make accurate use of 
a sire with 30 or more daughters in his 
proof. Even if you only milk a few Guern- 
seys consider using 5 units of a couple 
young sires. A 50-cow herd should be able 
to use 40 or more units per year. We use 10 
or 20 units of each young sire released in 
our herd each year. 

Don’t go overboard and only use one 
young sire too much. My dad used to say he 
would rather be sorry he didn’t use a young 
sire enough than to overuse one that had 
low production or type proof. Many times 
using a young sire gives you a genetic jump 
and speeds the genetic interval. We have 
been fortunate to have young sire matings 
result in high CPI and excellent cows. One 
cow from our herd sired by a young sire 
that didn’t make the active lineup made 
208,000 pounds of milk lifetime, another 
is currently over 145,000 lifetime. Henna 
and Spruce are Royal Oak daughters from 
young sire matings. Both are high CPI and 
components cows and have over 100,000 
milk lifetime. 

Currently there are a good variety of 
high pedigreed young sires being sampled. 
What ever your breeding criteria is, there 
should be a young sire that you could help 
sample. In the last 12 months, 21 young 
sires have been released for sampling. We 
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all need to use some of these to ensure they 
get adequately sampled. 

Al organizations encourage and appre- 
ciate each breeder developing an unbiased 
and organized way of using young sire se- 
men. We like to use young sires on 2nd ser- 
vice heifers and 3rd service cows. Recently 
I have started mating young sire heifers to 
young sires on their first service. 

Another benefit of using young sires is 
that it lowers your average semen cost per 
cow. It could enable you to use more of the 
top higher priced sires if you sample a few 
young sires each year. Young sire semen 
gives you a chance to tap into some of the 
breeds top cow families at a very reason- 
able cost. 

Al organizations, Dairybelt, and UGG 
photograph outstanding daughters of young 
sires. If you have one of these daughters, 
you may get an opportunity to have her 
photographed free and therefore get some 
free advertising for your herd. AI organi- 
zations also offer financial incentives for 
young sire daughters that get in one of their 
early proofs. Dairybelt and UGG also offer 
financial incentives when registering young 
sire daughters. 

One of the responsibilities of sampling 
young sires and getting them accurately 
sampled is to keep good records and make 
sure they are properly identified on your 
DHI test report.

Obituary 


W. D. “Bill” Knox, 85, of Fort Atkinson, 
Wis. died on Friday, Aug. 5, 2005, peace- 
fully at his home. 

He was born on June 9, 1920, on the 
family farm outside of Sault Ste. Marie, 
Mich. He was the only child of dairy farm- 
ers, Victor A. and Bertha (Byers) Knox. 

He attended country school and was a 
4-H member for 10 years, receiving many 
honors for his dairy cattle judging. 

Bill graduated from Sault Ste. Marie High 
School, where he received his first experience 
in journalism, serving as editor of the high 
school paper. He graduated at the age of 15. 

He was a graduate from Michigan State 
University at the age of 20, always active in 
scholastic, dairy, agriculture and 4-H, even 
while in college. 

One of his largest undertakings while in 
college was the establishment of a perma- 
nent 4-H camp for the State of Michigan, 
Camp Shaw, in 1938. 

In 1941, he joined the Hoard’s Dairy- 
man staff as youth editor, moving to Fort 
Atkinson with his new wife, the former Jane 
Edith Shaw, whom he married on June 15, 
1941. She preceded him in death in 1987. 

Bill enlisted in the U.S. Navy in 1942 
and was awarded a year of study at the Har- 
vard Graduate School of Business, under a 
program to train officers to coordinate the 
conversion of manufacturing plants. 

Following the war, he rejoined Hoard’s 
Dairyman as associate editor. In 1949, at 
the age of 29, he became the third editor 
of the magazine. He was an activist editor, 
traveling over 100,000 miles a year, giving 
speeches, going to industry meetings, testi- 
fying before Congress and generally cam- 
paigning for a better dairy industry. 

Through his editorial leadership, he be- 
came nationally prominent. He was found- 
ing chairman, secretary and president of the 
National Brucellosis Committee and chair- 
man of the Wisconsin Brucellosis Com- 
mittee. Bill developed the Self-Help Dairy 
Stabilization program in 1954 and keynoted

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a Changes Keep Schulers Ahead of the Curve

y emphasizing strength and capac- 
ity in his breeding program, Duane 
Schuler is getting cows that produce 
and last. 

“The kind of cow that makes me money 
is aggressive and strong with plenty of body 
capacity to consume lots of feed,” says Schul- 
er, who operates a 440-acre dairy in Platte- 
ville, Wis. “She also has good feet and legs 
with a functional udder that milks out fast.” 

Schuler strives to maintain a rolling 
herd average of more than 19,000 pounds 
of milk with animals that will last for a 
minimum of five lactations. He’s meeting 
this goal with the 62-cow herd currently 
averaging 19,284M 4.5% 861F, 3.3% 641P 
on twice-a-day milking. 

Recent accomplishments Schuler has 
achieved, along with his wife, Laurie, 
brother, Cliff, and five children, Kelly, Cat- 
ie, Casey, Kent and Kami, include: 
¢ Placing 4th in the nation for overall milk 
production, 8th for fat and 3rd for protein 
¢ Ranking 18th on the CPI herd list 
¢ Breeding 26 EX cows in the last 10 years 
¢ Receiving Double Gold Star Breeder ac- 
colades for five consecutive years 

Five years ago, the Donnybrook herd 
was averaging about 16,000 pounds of milk. 
The Schulers initiated management changes 
to increase production — the biggest being a 
switch to a total mixed ration. Other man- 
agement areas they focus on include: 
© Watching forage quality. “The key to high 
production is good quality forage,” Schuler 
emphasizes. “When the hay crop is ready, 
we make it the top priority. High-quality 
forages support higher dry matter intakes. 
For every pound of dry matter a cow eats, 
we gain two to three pounds of milk.” 
© Separating dry cows out from the milk- 
ing herd. Over-conditioned cows are more 
prone to post-calving problems, so Schuler 
includes plenty of grassy hay in the dry-cow 


ration. After cows calve, Schuler’s goal is 
to quickly maximize dry matter intake. 

¢ Shortening the calving interval. To make 
sure cows get bred on time, Schuler starts 
breeding when cows are 45 days in milk. 
“Few settle on first service, but I find prob- 
lems sooner than if I wait to breed at 60 or 
65 days,” he explains. “If a cow is cystic or 
infected, I’m going to find it early.” 

¢ Maintaining an aggressive culling rate. 
Cows that aren’t meeting profitable pro- 
duction levels aren’t kept. “I calve out ev- 
ery heifer and then wait to see how they 
perform,” says Schuler. “Those that don’t 
make the grade are culled.” 

¢ Developing a total herd health program. 
Cattle are on a routine vaccination program 
that’s reexamined regularly. For example, 
when Lepto hardjo-bovis was found in the 
herd, the vaccination program was changed 


to include this more common serovar of 


leptospirosis. The result was improved con- 
ception rates. 

© Keeping feet healthy. Hoof health is an- 
other priority. Use of cooper sulfate foot- 
baths and adding biotin to the ration helps to 
harden hooves. “A cow isn’t going to walk 
to feed if her feet hurt,” Schuler points out. 


Merchandising Opportunities 

Nearly 15 percent of cows leave the Don- 
nybrook herd as dairy replacements. When 
heifer calves are plentiful, Schulers will sell 
approximately five calves per year on sales, 
along with eight to 10 cows privately. 

Two of the best-known animals Schulers 
have sold include Donnybrook AM Rerun 
EX-92 and Donnybrook AM Devito EX- 
92. Rerun was sold as a two-year-old cow in 
the 1997 National Convention Sale to John 
and Bonnie Ayars of Mechanicsburg, Ohio. 
The next year she was named Honorable 
Mention All-American. Devito, who placed 
third at the 1998 National Guernsey Show 
in Madison as a four-year-old cow, was 
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sold privately to Randy Knapp of Epworth, 
Iowa. 

“T sold both cows before they achieved 
their high scores,” says Schuler. “It did the 
Donnybrook prefix good to have these ani- 
mals perform well for others.” 

Schuler credits classification and TPE 
for helping him increase merchandising op- 
portunities. “Gary Preston really pushed me 
to get started,” Schuler recalls of the former 
Wisconsin Guernsey Breeders Association 
secretary. “Gary told me that he used to 
tape record the classifier’s comments for 
each cow. It helped him make mating de- 
cisions. That really made sense. I’ve also 
found that buyers prefer to purchase calves 
from a dam with a known type score.” 


Sire Selections 

The Schulers are long-time users of 
Accelerated Genetics GEMpc (Genetic Eval- 
uation and Mating) program. The sire selec- 
tions are made from all bulls on the active 
Al list. The program analyzes each cow in- 
dividually on at least 18 major type traits. 
Specific traits can be emphasized to meet 
individual herd goals. 

“IT provide Accelerated with a list of 
bulls I want to use from the top half of the 
active list,” Schuler explains. “I then give 
them my list of priorities — solids, milk, ud- 
der and strength. I will rule out a bull that is 
frail or has a poor foot angle.” 

Young sires are also used with this mat- 
ing program. Approximately 30 percent 
of the herd is bred to young sires. “Some 
of my best cows have been out of young 
sires,” says Schuler. “Using these bulls 
helps accelerate the genetic progress of my 
herd and also the breed. 

“T really believe our breed is headed in 
the right direction. We’re building strength 
in our cows and solids are improving. 
That’s what is going to entice new breeders. 
When someone can get $2 to $3 (per hun- 
dredweight) more for their milk, they will 
give the Guernsey serious consideration.” 


Increasing Numbers 

Schuler adds that the demand for Guern- 
seys is already here. “People are attracted 
to the breed because they are easy to work 
with and have few calving problems. We 


just need the supply.” 


Schuler is looking to start flushing his 
top cows in partnership with Guernsey 
breeders who have Holstein heifers avail- 
able to use as recipients. The resulting heif- 
er calves would be evenly split. 

“This is a way to expand Guernsey 
numbers and help other breeders out at the 
same time,” he concludes. “We need to find 
innovative ways to grow our numbers.” 
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Eligibility-To be entered in the All-American contest, an animal must 
be a registered Guernsey and have shown at any Guernsey show in the 
United States that sends in officially tabulated results to the Guernsey 
Breeders’ Journal.

1. Junior Heifer Calf-Born on or after March 1, 2005 and over four 
months of age. 

2. Intermediate Heifer Calf-Born from December 1, 2004 through 
February 28, 2005. 

3. Senior Heifer Calf-Born from September 1, 2004 through November 
30, 2004. 

4. Summer Yearling Heifer-Born from June 1, 2004 through August 
31, 2004. 

5. Junior Yearling Heifer-Born from March 1, 2004 through May 31, 
2004. 

6. Intermediate Yearling Heifer-Born from December 1, 2003 through 
February 28, 2004. 

7. Senior Yearling Heifer-Born from September 1, 2003 through No- 
vember 30, 2003. 

8. Junior 2-Year-Old Cow-Born March 1, 2003 through August 31, 
2003. 

9. Senior 2-Year-Old Cow-Born from September 1, 2002 through Febru- 
ary 29, 2003. 

10. Junior 3-Year-Old Cow-Born from March 1, 2002 through August 
31, 2002. 

11. Senior 3-Year-Old Cow-Born from September 1, 2001 through 
February 28, 2002. 

12.4-Year-Old Cow- Born from September 1, 2000 through August 
31, 2001. 

13. 5-Year-Old Cow- Born from September 1, 1999 through August 
31, 2000 

14. Aged Cow-Born before September 1, 1999. 

15. Best Three Females-Group to consist of three females, any age, all 
to have been bred, all or in part, by their exhibitor and at least two must 
be owned, all or in part, by their exhibitor. 

16. Junior Best Three Females-Group to consist of three females born 
on or after September 1, 2003 which have not yet calved. Each must have 
been bred, all or in part, by its exhibitor and at least two must be owned, 
all or in part, by its exhibitor. 

17. Exhibitor's Herd-Group of five females to consist of two of any age; 
two born on or after September 1, 2003 which have not yet calved; and 
one of any age. Three of these females must have been bred, all or in part, 
by the exhibitor. All must be owned, all or in part, by the exhibitor. 

18. Produce of Dam-Group to consist of two females, any age, that are 
maternal sisters. 

19. Dam & Daughter-Group to consist of two females, any age, where 
one is the dam and the other is her daughter. 

20. Total Performance - Class consists of the national show total perfor- 
mance winners who make an official entry. The animal's picture must be 
submitted like the regular All-American classes. The entries will be judged

on the point system used for the national shows. 

Entry Fee-A fee of $20 per entry (each animal or group) is required 

if postmarked on or before November 21 or double entry fee ($40) if 

ostmarked by November 30. Those animals nominated for Junior All-

no extra charge. The owner will receive a complimentary AGA Performance 
Pedigree for each animal that is All-American, Reserve All-American or 
Honorable Mention in their respective class. 

Note: For group class entries, the Journal staff will create the composite 
photographs for the contest. Please send one photo of each animal. For 
the junior best three and senior best three, please send one individual 
picture for each animal in the group. 

Entries-Entry forms may be obtained from the AGA, P. O. Box 666, 
Reynoldsburg, Ohio 43068-0666. The exhibitor must submit a com- 
pleted entry form and one photograph of each entry to the AGA 
by November 21, 2005 or (by November 30 at double entry fee) to 


qualify for the contest. Postmark date determines qualification. Al 
regional, state and national show placings should be included on the entry 


form by the exhibitor or the animal will be disqualified. For group classes 
list only those shows at which that exact group was shown. Photographs 
must be taken of the animal during the 2005 calendar year and should 
represent the animal in a stage of development as nearly comparable to 
the show ring appearance as possible. Five by seven-inch, black and white 
or color, glossy, pictures are preferred. Unaltered, professional livestock 
photographer pictures are required. All other pictures are unacceptable 
and the entry will be disqualified. Contestant is responsible for having one 
photo forwarded to the AGA. 

Judging-A committee of four judges of the national Guernsey shows 
will select the six top entries in each class as All-American nominees. Each 
class winner from NGS-Harrisburg, Madison and Louisville will automati- 
cally be nominated for All-American if the entry fee is paid and entry is 
received in order to compete. The selection committee that chooses the 
All-American winners will consist of judges from state, regional, and 
national shows who are on the AGA approved judges list. Pictures and 
placings of the six nominees in each class will be sent to each selection 
committee member. The judges will vote individually by mail, giving first, 
second and third choices in each class. A selection committee member 
may not vote in any class in which he has a pecuniary interest in one of 
the six nominees or if one of the six nominees comes from the farm by 
whom he is employed. Each first-place vote shall count five points, second 
place shall count three points and third place shall count one point. AGA 
staff will determine the awards by simple arithmetic. The class entries 
receiving the highest number of votes shall be named All-American and 
those receiving the second-highest vote total shall be designated Reserve 
All-American. The rating of Honorable Mention All-American will be given 
to all entries receiving a total of eight or more points. In case of a tie, the 
entry with the most All-American votes will receive the higher honor.

Five by seven-inch, black and white 
glossy or color pictures are preferred. Unaltered, professional livestock 
photographer pictures are required. All other pictures are unacceptable 
and the entry will be disqualified. Contestant is responsible for having 
one photo forwarded to the AGA. All Junior All-American nominees will 
automatically be entered in the All-American Contest. A junior entry in 
both contests should carry the same exhibitor name. 

Judging-The judging will be handled in the same manner as the All- 
American Contest. Each national junior show class winner will automatically 
be nominated for Junior All-American if the entry fee is paid and the entry 
is received in order.

the formation meeting of the National Mas- 
titis Council in 1960. His expertise was 
recognized by several presidents. He was 
appointed by Presidents Kennedy, Johnson 
and Nixon to the National Agricultural Ad- 
visory Commission. 

In 1971, he was selected by President 
Nixon to advise the administration on 
economic stabilization and_ international 
balance of payments. He was appointed by 
President Ford, in 1976, to the Advisory 
Committee on Trade Negotiations to coun- 
sel the President and Congress on the Tokyo 
Round of Multilateral Trade Negotiations 
and was re-appointed by President Carter. 

Upon the death of W.D. Hoard Jr. in 
1972, Bill took on the additional titles of 
president and general manager of W.D. 
Hoard & Sons Company and the Daily Jef- 
ferson County Union, as well as the opera- 
tor of the Hoard’s Dairyman research farm. 
He filled his spare time with family, garden, 
golf and woodworking. 

Bill was the recipient of dozens of state, 
national and international dairy honors. 

He was instrumental in the Dwight Fos- 
ter Public Library renovation and his work 
to secure Fort Atkinson as the site of the 
National Dairy Shrine. 

Survivors include four children, Georgia 
K. (Jim) Mode, Fort Atkinson; W. David 
(Dedi) Knox II, River Hills and Colorado, 
Randall S. (Carol) Knox, Jefferson, Brian 
V. (Terrie) Knox, Fort Atkinson; 12 grand- 
children, Greg Mode, Gina Mode, Sam 
Knox, Mollie Shaw Knox, Mandy Knox, 
Chris Knox, Ben Knox, Travis Wyrick, 
Jessica Knox, Paris Knox, Gillian Knox, 
Brian Knox II; three great-grandchildren;
